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* nevertheless, for there have been few times 

since the war which made Grant great 
which have brought together so notable a 
econcourse of the dignitaries of the Nation. 
President McKiniey, himself a soldier, was 

the chief figure on the platform at the 
tomb, and beside him sat Grover Cleveland, 
the only civilian the American people have 
chosen to the chief magistracy since Lin- 
coln’s election brought war. 

Not far away was Miles, who came a vol- 
unteer soldier in the early days of 61 and 
now commands a shadow of the same army 
which Grant led. There, too, were Buck- 
ner, Gordon, Longstreet, and other soldiers 
of the lost cause—lost because of Grant 
himself. There was Tom Reed, who saw 
service in the navy during the war and 
now rules with a rod of iron the unruly 
legislators at Washington. Honors came 
quickly to Grant, for there at his tomb to- 
day were his widow, his children, and his 
grandchildren, to whom was given the 
privilege of seeing the Nation do public 
. honor to their dead. 

Grant’s Best: Friend. 

The dead General's own best friend and 
military confidant, Gen. Horace Porter, 
delayed his official trip to Sunny Fratice to 
make the formal transfer of the tomb to the 
great City of New York. Representatives 
of those foreign nations which honored 
Grant during his wonderful progress around 
the world were at his tomb today and 
watched a republic honor a republican as no 
Kings are honored.

Dur- 
ing his speech he was frequently interrupted 
with generous and San Applause, and 
in the rostrum, as in the Farrlages, it was 
evident that President McKinley had simply 
captured New York, Mr. Platt to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

Ex-President Cleveland sat with his suc- 
cessor on the dedication stand, but he looked 
worn out and almost seedy beside the fresh 
vigor of Mr. McKinley. Somehow the rug- 
gedness of the hunter and fisher did not pan 
out as compared with that of th ldier 
and legislator. Gen. Porter began “his elo- 
quent address of dedication with his head 
bare, but at once obeyed the mandate of 
the crowd, put on his glossy high hat, and 
possibly warded off an attack of French 
pneumonia. 

Then Mayor Strong accepted the sacred 
trust and the exercises were over. A choir 
over in the big stand to the east of the tomb

Siren whistles shrieked, 
rapid-fire guns bellowed flame, but no shot, 
and the reports echoed and reéchoed from 
hill to hill. Somehow it seemed as if the din 
must wake even the sleeping soldier in his 
quiet couch beneath the lofty pile of granite, 
and had the guns been shotted certain it is 
that the beautiful dome which now crowns 
the hill of Riverside would have been shat- 
tered to fragments.

How the great crowds éver reached the 
vitinity of the tomb must always remain a 
mystery, but the transportation lines were 
painfully inadeduate and became blocked 
early in the day. But, then, how thecrowds 
ever got back is just as mtich of a mystery. 

The official party, however, disappeared 
early in the afterhoon: It was too cold to 
stand about after the speeches were over and 
by 3 o’clock most of the dignitaries were 
saugly placed in their hotels preparing for 

the evening festivities, for the day’s doings 
wound up with the inevitable reception to 
the President, Who went to the Union 
League club as soon as he could escape from 
the Dolphin. Mre. McKinley remained at 
the tomb only long enough to hear the Presi- 
dent's address.

Promptly at 11:40 the head of the parade 
appeared in sight a few blocks below the re- 
viewing stand and was halted to allow the 
Presidential party to finish luncheon. It 
was 1 o'clock before it got into motion again, 
when the President, escorted by Mayor 
Strong, went to the reviewing stand and the 
men Of war began firing the salute. 

With Gen. Dodge and his staff rode Chief 
sone the Nez Perces Indian, and Buffalo 

At 2:30 p. m. heavy clouds appeared over 
the palisades and the unceasing wind blew 
great clouds of dust into the eyes and nos- 
trils of the national guard and the spectators 
on the stands on the left of the roadway. 
President McKinley and other distinguished 
gentlemen reviewing the parade had fre- 
quently to turn their backs to the soldiers 
to avoid being blinded by the dust. 

-The Pennsylvania troops headed the third 
division, and were greeted with hearty ap- 
plause as they rounded the turn and began 
the ascent to the reviewing stand. 
Hastings was at the head of the Quaker 
troops with Commander Thomas J. Stewart. 
Gov. Hastings was not in uniform, but wore 
a frock coat and high hat. The occupants of 
the stand arose en masse to greet the popu- 
lar Governor. The first brigade of Pennsy}- 
vania wae composed of the First, Ninth, 
Thirteenth, Fourteenth, Sixteenth, and Nine- 
teenth Regiments and the Governor's troops. 
The Keystone State troops fully lived up to 
their reputation as mafchers and were 
greatly admired. 

New Jersey’s soldiers followed the Penn- 
syivanians. They were headed by Gov, 
Griggs and Gen. William I. Striker of the 
Governor's staff. 

During the intermission between the Penn- 
syivanians and the Jersey men the immense 
crowd in the municipal stand opposite the 
reviewing party sang national hymns. 

The troops from New Jersey were the 
Third, Sixth, and Seventh Regiments, Gat- 
Ming Gun Company E. and Second Troop 
Cavalry. In soldierlike appearance and 
marching order they were not surpassed by 
the men who had preceded them. 

The militiamen from New Hampshire wore 
continental uniforms and marched with pre- 
cision to the accompaniment of a quickstep 
by the band. 

Following came the Virginia soldiery, Gen. 
Charles J. Anderson commanding. The 
brigade comprised the Provisional Regi- 
ment, the Fourth Battalion, better known as 
the Richmond Blues; Company A, Third 
Battalion, First and Second Battalions In- 
fantry. The famous Richmond Blues made 
@ great showing... The companies of colored 
troops also made a good appearanve in the 
Virginia lines. 

The Grant party left the stand soon after 
the Virginia soldiers had passed. They were 
driven away in four carriages.

Gov. John R. Tanner of Illinois, who; with 
his. staff, all mounted on black horses, alone 
represented Illinois, was kept busy doing 
bis silk hat to the crowd. 

The District of Columbia sent a fine-look- 
ing lot of young Men in zouave and cadet 
uniforms to represent the military prowess 
of the National Capital. There was one 
company in green uniform, and it was very 
properly named the Emmet Guards. It 
came in for a lot of cheering, and deserved 
it, because it showed the President lots of 
tricks in military manéuvers as the men 
stepped past the reviewing stand 


There was a long break in the line after the 


Washington cadets passed, and during the 
wait President McKinley and the other 
members of his party left the stand to go on 
board the Dolphin, from which te review the 
naval parade. 

The fourth division was made up of three 
brigades, composed of cadets from various 
military schools in and around New York. 
Then followed the Veteran Grand Division, 
under command of Gen. O. O. Howard and 
his staff, composed entirely of the Grand 
Army of the Republic, in this order; New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, New York, and independent vet- 
eran organizations from various States in 
the country. 

As each veteran passed the tomb he 
showed a touching tribute to the memory 
of Gen. Grant by removing his hat and 
walking past it with bared head. 

According to careful estimates made some 
time after the parade had started for re- 
view, there were between 58,000 and 60,000 
men in line. Of this aggregate United 
States regular land and naval forces num- 
bered 4,000, National Guard of New York 
13,000, and National Guard of other States 
12,850.

“A Great Life, Dedicated to the Welfare 
of the Nation, Here Finds Its 
Earthly Coronation.” 


President McKinley’s address follows: 

Feliow-Citizens: A great life, dedicated 
to the wellfare of the Nation, here finds its 
earthly coronation. Even if this day blacked 
the impressiveness of ceremony, and was de- 
void of pageantry, it would still be mem- 
orable, because it is the anniversary of the 
birth of one of the most famous and best be- 
loved ef American soldiers. 

Architecture has paid high tribute to the 
leaders of mankind, but never was a 
memorial more worthily bestowed or more 
gratefully accepted by a free people than the 
beautiful structure before which we are 
gathered. 

In marking the successful completion of 
this work we have as witnesses and partie 
wants representatives of all branches of our 
government, the resident officials of foreign 
nations, the Governors of States, and the 
sovereign people from every section of our 
common country who join in thie august 
tribute to the soldier, patriot, and citizen. 


First to Be Called. 


Almost twelve years have passed since the 
heroic vigil ended and the brave spirit of 
Ulysses 8. Grant fearlessly took its flight. 
Lincoln and Stanton had preceded him, but 
of the mighty Captains of the war Grant was 
the first to be called. Sherman and Sheridan 
survived him, but have’ since joined him on 
the other shore.

ORATION OF GEN. HORACE PORTER. 


Recounts the Deeds ef Grant, Declar- 
ing He Reached the Highest Fin- 
macle of Distinction. 


Gen. Porter in his oration said: 

It is all like a dream. One can ecarcely 
realize the lapse of time and the memorable 
events which have occurred since our hero 
President was first proclaimed one of the 
great of earth. The dial hands upon the 
celestial clock record the flight of more 
than a generation since the legions of Amer- 
ica’s manhood poured down from the hill- 
tops, surged up from the valleys, knelt upon 


r | their native soil to swear eternal allegiance 


to the Union, and went forth to seal the 
oath with their blood in marching under the 
victorious banners of Ulysses S. Grant. To- 
day countless numbers of his contempora- 
ries, their children, and their children’s chil- 
dren gather about his tomb to give perma- 
nent sepulture to his ashes and to recall 
the record of his imperishable deeds, 

It is peculiarly fitting that this memo- 
rial should be dedicated in the presence of 
the distinguished soldier who marched in 
the victorious columns of his illustrious 
chief and who now so worthily oceupies the 
chair of state in which he sat. There isa 
source of extreme gratification and à pro- 
found significance in the fact that there are 
in attendance here not only the soldiers who 
fought under the renowned defender of the 
Union cause, but the leaders of armies who 
fought against him, all uniting-in testifying 
to the esteem and respect which he com- 
manded from friend and foe alike. 

Not a Dead Memory. 

This grateful duty which we discharge 
this day is not unmixed with sadness, for 
the occasion brings vividly to mind the fatal 
day on which his generous heart ceased to 
beat, and recalls the grief which fell upon 
the American people with a sense of pain 
which was akin to the borrow of a personal 
bereavement: and yet ft is not an occasion for 
tears; not a time to chant requiems or dis- 
play the sable draperies of public mourning. 
He who lies within the portals of yonder 
tomb is not a dead me ; he is a living 
reality. He has been consigned to the cham- 
ber of death, but not to the realms of forget- 
fulness. Our grief is calmed by the recollec- 
tion of the blessings his life conferred and 
the fame he has left to the custody of his 
fellow-citizens. We consecrate this day to 
a tribute to the memory of the departed 
worth. The story of his life is the history of 
the most eventful epoch in his country’s 
annals. Upon an occasion such as this it 
would seem more fitting to stand silent by 
the tomb and let history alone speak, but it 
has been deemed proper that living witness- 
es to his virtues’ should pay the grateful 
tripute of their testimony. The allotment 
of time permits only a brief allusion to the 
achievements of his marvelous career. 

Nobility from God. . 

Ulysses 8. Grant sprang from the loins of 
the American people and derived hie patent 
of nobility direct from God. He possessed 
an abiding confidence in the honesty and 
intelligence of his fellow-countrymen, and 
always retained hie deep hold upon their 
affections. Even when. clothed with the 
robes of the master he forgot not that he 
was still the eervant of the people. Inevery 
great crisis he was content to leave the 
efforts to his countrymen and the results to 
God 


As commander of men in the field he 
manifested the highest characteristics of a 
soldier, as eviticed in every battle in which 
he was engaged from Palo Alto to Appo- 
mattox. He was bold in conception, fixed in 
purpose, and vigorotis in execution. He 
never allowed himself to be thrown on the 
defensive, but always aimed to taba Ae 
initiative in battle.’ He made armies,’ 
cities, the objective points of his campaignm 
Obstacies which would have deterred an- 
other seemed only to inspire him with great- 
er confidence, and his sokiiers soon learned 
to reflect much of his determination. His 
motto was, When in doubt move to the 
front.“ Hie sword always pointed the way 
to an advance; its hilt was never presented 
to the enemy. He once wrote in a letter to 
his father, I never expect to have an army. 
whipped, unless it is badly whipped and 
can’t help it.” 

Loyalty Imspired Loyalty. 

Hé enjoyed the physical constitution 
which enabled him to endure every form of 
fatigue and privation incident to military 
service in the field. His unassuming man- 
ner, purity of character, and absolutely loy- 
alty inspired loyalty in others, confidence 
in his methods, and gained him the devotion 
of the humblest of his subordigates. He 
exhibited a rapidity of thought and action 
on the field which enabled him to move 
with a promptness rarely ever equaled, 
which never failed to astonish and often 
to baffle the efforts of a less vigorous oppo- 
nent. 

A story of his martial deeds inspires us 
with the grandeur of events and the majesty 
of achievement. He did not fight for glory, 
but for national existence and the equality 
and rights of men. His sole ambition was 
his country’s prosperity. His victories failed 
to elate him. In the dispatches which re- 
ported his triumphs there was no word of 
arrogance, no exultation, no aim at dra- 
matic effect. With all his self-reliance he 
was never betrayed into immodesty of ex- 
pression. He never undervalued himself in 
a battle; he never overrated himself in a 
report. He could not only command armies; 
he could command himself. Inexorable as 
he was in battle, war never hardened his 
heart or restrained the strength of his nat- 
ural affections. He retained a singularly 
sensitive nature, a rare tenderness of feel- 
ing, shrank from the sight of blood, and 
was painfully alive to every form of human 
suffering. 

While his career as a soldier eclipsed by 
ite brilliancy his achievements as a states- 
man, yet when we sum up the events of the 
eight years during which he was President 
of the republic, their magnitude and impor- 

comparison with those of 
any other Chief Magistrate since the inaug- 
uration of the government. 
Difficulties as President. 

When he took the helm of State the coun- 
try was in a condition of ferment and disor- 
ganization, which is always coneequent upon 
a long continued civil.war. The fifteenth 
amendment to the Constitution had not yet 
been ratified by the States. In the South

the restorer. In his foreign policy he man- 
ifested his sense of justice when he pro- 
claimed: I would deal with nations and 
equitable law requires individuals, to deal 
with each other; I would respect the rights 
of all nations, demanding equal respect for 
our own.” He evinced his firmness when 
by untiring effort he secured from foreign 
powers ample apologies and reparation 
which had long been withheld. 

He brought about a settlement of the 
Alabama claims and the San Juan boundary 
question; proclaimed thereby his dislike for 
war; inaugurated the priziciple of peaceful 
arbitration in national disputes, and taught 
the world its grandest lesson in modern 
diplomacy. 

When the craze for the inflation of our 
national currency had unsettled the judg- 
ment of legislators he penned a veto so 
logical, so forceful, that it preserved the 
credit of the government and saved the 
honor of the Nation. It was a second Ap- 
pomattox, gained, not with the sword but 
with the pen. 

In 1874 he urged in a letter widely pub- 
lished at the time the-resumption of our 
specie payments, and his views attracted 
much attention. The resumption act was 
passed the next winter. He suppressed the 
formidable band of conspirators known as 
the Whisky Ring and brought to justice 
the offenders. His vigorous order for their 
prosécution ended with the famous words: 
Let no guilty man escape.“ No matter 
what efforts may have been made to rob him 
of the credit of his work, the honor of it 
belongs primarily to him. In 1875 he 
summed up his political faith in the famous 
Des Moines letter, in which he showed that 
he knew neither rank nor race, saying: 
“Let us labor for the security of free 


‘thought, free speech, free press, pure mor- 


als, unfettered réligious sentiments, and 
equal rights. and privileges for all men, ir- 
respective of nationality, color, or religion.“ 


Grant’s Political Creed. 

He said in a speech at Warren, O., that he 
was for the “ party which assured protection 
to life and property, the public credit, and 
the payment of the debts of the government, 
State, county, and muhici r. 
which encourages the poor to strive to bet 
their children, enabling. them to compete 
successfully with their more fortunate asso- 
clates and wen tolerates no priv- 
Neged. characters.“ An American citizen 
who cannot subscribe to that political creed. 
must be wholly given over to the worship of 
perversity. 

His writings treat of every subject em- 
braced between the broadest lines of war 
and statesmanship. His style is conspicu~ 
ously unpretentious, and, while it makes no 
pretension at elegance of diction and con- 
tains little of ornament, it evinces. a terse- 
ness in perspicuity Which makes it a model 
of vigorous English. 

‘During his administration, so momentous 
in events, the two oceans were united by 
our great trascontmental rafllways, taxes 
were reduced over $300,000,000, the national 
debt was reduced over $450,000,000, the in- 
terest on the debt from 8160, 000,000 to $100,- 
000,000, amd the balance of trade was 
changed from $130,000,000 against the coun- 
try to $130,000,000 in its favor. At the close 
of his eight years of honest, earnest, patri- 
otic labor he left no unfinished work to turn 
over to his successor. There was peace with- 
in our borders, peace with all the world, 
prosperity among all the people, and the 
name of America stood higher than tt ever 
stood before on the honor roll of nations. 


Many-Sided Man. 
He was a maeny-sided man and possessed 
of so many conspicuous and sometimes con- 
tradictory characteristics, that even to those 


S 


thing of an enigma. To form u just estimate 
of the man we must not only look at the re- 
sults he accomplished, or the words he wrote, 
but must study those personal traits which 
often best explain his chief merits. The 
salient points in his character were abso- 
lute truthfulness, becoming modesty, su- 
perb courage, moral and physical, inex- 
haustible patience, unbounded generosity 
to friends, magnanimity to foes, unswerving 
loyalty, and matchless foresight. 

He was slow in choosing and in changing 
friends. He never deserted a friend on the 
fire, but when unfaithful friends had once 
forfeited his confidence, they never regained 
it. He hated only two classes of men, liars 
and cowards. He never could abide: them 
and never could see any use of their exist- 
ence. He trod the rugged paths of frontier 
life and passed through all the rough and 
tumble of the gns of two wars, was 
more severely tried than Job himself, and 
yet never in his life uttered an oath or im- 
precation. He was a chosen son of Liberty, 
but he belfeved in liberty secured by law and 
that the people’s prosperity depends upon 
public tranquillity. 


His Foresight Matchless. 

One of his most conspicuous attributes was 
his foresight. His mental power in this re- 
spect has scarcely a parallel, and to this 
gift he largely owed his matchless success. 
He never wasted time in dwelling upon the 
events of the past, but closed them out from 
his thoughts and concentrated his mind 
upon plans for the future. His farsighted- 
ness manifested itself in all his preparations, 
both in his military and civil career, and his 
predictions of events at times amounted al- 
most to prophecies. 

At the breaking out of hostilities, while 
many eminent and experienced men were 
declaring that the war would last but a few 
months, and orators were waving their white 
handkerchiefs and proclaiming that they 
were large enough to wipe up all the blood 
which would be shed in the coming struggle, 
Grant announced his belief that fhe war 
would continue for years and that prepara- 
tions chould be commensurate with its 
formidable proportions. 

He wrote a letter from the field to E. B. 
Washburne in which he said: It became 
patent to my mind early in the rebellion 
that the North and South could never live 
at peace with each other except as one na- 
tion, and that without slavery. Ae anxious 
as I am to see peace established I would 
not, therefore, be willing to see any settle- 
ment until this question is forever settled.“ 

Before any battles had been fought he said 
to a staff officer: “I believe that Virginia 
will be the principal! field of military opera- 
tions in this rebellion, that the cavairy will 
play an important part in that section of the 
country, and that the decisive battle of the 
war will occur there.” 

His Predictions Verified. 


This prediction was verified in every par- 
ticular. When it was represented that Ken 
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ttox it was a nice question of 
to what terms to accord to the 
opposing army. Civil warfare is always the 
most bitter; the worst feelings have been 


ized warfare. Gen. Grant, without consult- 
ing higher authority and without hesitation, 
took the responsibility of according lenient 
treatment and avoiding all unnecessary 
offense. 

He did not demand Lee’s sword, and al- 
lowed the men to take their horses home 
„to work their little farms, and when he 
Union batteries began to fire triumphal sa- 
lutes he sent out an order saying: The war 
is over, the rebels are our countrymen again, 
and the best way to rejoice after the victory 
will be to abstain from all demonstrations in 
the field.” 

Refrained from Offensive Acts. 

With his uncommon range of mental vis- 
lon he foresaw that the granting of these 
conditions would induce other armies 
throughout the South to accept the same 
terms and thus prevent a guerrilla warfare 
from being carried on for an indefinite peri- 
od in the interior, and would induce such 
influential men as Lee and other Confederate 
army commanders to use their influence 

in aiding in the rehabilitation of the South- 
ern States. He was quicker than any one 
else to see that reconstruction would be a 
task almost as formidable as.the suppression 
of armed rebellion. | 

He refrained from entering the captured 
capital, did not even step within the ene- 
my’s lines, and shrank from every act which 
might make him appear to pose as @ con- 
queror. When President Johnson, soon aft- 
er the war, inaugurated his campaign for 
making treason odious and when indict- 
ments were brought in the Federal Courts 
ngainst Lee and other ex-Confederate offi- 
vers Grant foresaw that if such a course 
were pursued it would be interpreted as a 
gross breach of faith and a violafion of the 
terms given in the paroles; that it would 
lead to exciting trials which would last for 
years, be a constant seurce of irritation, 
and probably compel the government to 
hold the Southern States for a long time 
‘as conquered territories, while he believed 
that every effort should be mado to bring 
"them back into the Federal Union. 

His judgment was so clear upon this sub- 
‘Jeet that he declared his intention fo resign 
‘his commission in the army if his prisoners 
‘Yrere not protected. The result was the 
‘quashing of the indictments and the crea- 
‘tion of a disposition on the part of the South 
to accept the results of the war. 

Not a Repudiator. 

As President he showed in his first in- 
‘augural that he foresaw the financial errors 
‘which were likely some day to be advocated 

when he wrote: To protect the national 
honor every dollar of government indebted- 
‘ness should be paid in gold, unless otherwise 
expressty stipulated in the contract. Let 
it be understood that no repudiator of one 
‘farthing of our public debt will be trusted in 
‘public life.” Twenty years ago he said. 
„At some future day the nations of the 
earth will agree upon some sort of congress 
‘which shall take cognizance of interna- 
‘tional questions of difficulty and whose de- 
‘elsions will be binding as the decision of the 
Supreme Court is upon us.” The spirit of 
the age seems to be gradually tending 
toward a fulfillment of that prediction. 

Early in his first Presidential term he 
took vigorous measures to have competent 
surveys for an interoceanic canal, believing 
that it was essential in connecting our ex- 
tensive Atlantic and Pacific coasts by a 
shorter water route.

He realized the fact that other nations 
held possession of fortified islands from 
Bermuda to the West Indies; he believed 
that some day we would build a competent 
navy, and that we would be greatly embar- 
rassed by not having even a coaling sration 
on any of the islands In the gulf. He there- 
fore negotiated a treaty for securing posses- 
sion of San Domingo, with its magnificent 
Bay of Samana, which would afford a har- 
bor for the largest navy afloat. 

The treaty gave us, virtually without cost, 
an island occupying a commanding position, 
rich in many products necessary to this 
country and with so sparse a population 
that there are only seven inhabitants to the 
square mile. The Senate defeated the treaty 
by depriving it of the necessary two-thirds 
vote upon the question of its ratification. 
Now, twenty-seven yeare thereafter, when 
we have an ironclad navy and have begun 
an interoceanic canal, and have recently 
been threatened with grave complications 
in Cuba, Venezuela, and elsewhere, there 
are few patriotic American citizens who do 
not regret that at that important crisis the 
President’s policy did not prevail. 

Highest Order of Statesmanship. 

In defining the qualities of public men it 
has been said that the politician looks for- 
ward to his next election, the statesman 
looks forward to his next generation. Meas- 
ured by this definition Grant manifested the 
highest order of statesmanghip.

Goluchowsky, the ‘Austrian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, and their suites, arrived 

eretoday. The Czar, the Grand Dukes, and 

he principal state officials met the imperial 

party at the railroad station. 

Emperor Francis Joseph has conferred 
high decorations upon several of the Russian 
Grand Dukes and Ministers of State. - 

This evening the Czar received Count 
Gotuchowski, the Austro-Hungarian For- 
eign Minister, who had previously conferred 
with Count Muravieff, the Russian Foreign 

inister, and M. de Witte, the Russian 
Minister of Finance. Later his Majesty en- 
tertained Emperor Francis Joseph, Count 
Goluchowski, Count Muravieff, and M. 
de Witte, together with the kor- 
eign Ambassadors, at a banquet in 
the Winter Palace. The two Emperors oc- 
cupied the central position at the table, 
which was arranged in the form of a horse- 
shoe, and toasted each other amid great en- 
thusiasm. The Czar, in toasting Emperor 
Francis Joseph, said: 

We are greatly rejoiced at the nce 
of your Majesty among us. I feel impeiled 
to thank you for this fresh proof of the sin- 
cere friendship which unites us. Our friend- 
ship is strengthened by the community of 
our views and principles, which aim to s- 
sure tö our peoples all the benefits of peace. 
Your Majesty is aware of the warm sert! 
ments I entertain for you and of the very 


special'value I place on the complete solldari- 


ty between us in pursuit of this greataim. I 
drink to the health of your Majesty, the 
health of the Empress, and of the whole im- 
perial family.” 

Emperor Francis Joseph, replying to the 
Czar, said: I am deeply touched by this 
hearty and warm greeting and by the many 
attentions we have received sinte we cross 
the border of your State. The thought near- 
est my heart is to express to your Majesty 
my Warmest and most sincere thanks. I 
readily. see in this kind reception a fresh 
proof of the close friendship that entwines 
us, a friendship grounded on sentiments 
of reciprocal regard and loyality, which 
constitutes for our peoples a powerful and 
gure guarantee of peace and prosperity. 1 
shall always consider myself happy in being 
able to count upon your support, and, with 
a firm conviction that the success of our 
joint efforts is assured, I drink to the health 
of your Majesty and the imperial family.

THO MILLION DOLLARS’ LOSS BY FIRE 


Twe Railroad Piers, Three Vessels, 
anda Tag Burn at Newport 
News, Va. 


Newport News, Va., April 27.—Fire broke 
out.in the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad 
company’s pier No. 5 at an early hour this 
morning, and before the flames were 
checked damage to the extent of $2,000,000 
had been done. 

Two of the company’s immense piers were 
destroyed, three vessels burned to the 
water’. edge, a tugboat destroyed, and eight 
persons injured, some of them seriously. 

The fla were discovered in Pier 5 and 
spread with great rapidity. A. fierce north 
wind swept the flames across the docks to 
Pier 6, which was soon also burning furi- 
ously. 

The British steamship Clintonia, which 
was loading with oll, tobacco, and general 
merchandise at Pier 5, was soon ablaze. 
Tugs pulled it out into the middle of the 
river. where an ineffectual battle was waged. 
The boat was burned to the water line. 

The Norwegian steamship Solvejg, which 
was loading grain at Pier 5, next caught. 

Meanwhile the Chesapeake and Ohio aed 
Wanderer, which had caught fire, ha 
burned to the water's edge. The German 
sailing ship J. D. Bischoff, taking on siaves* 
¥rom the north side of Pier 6, also caught, 
and finally went to the bottom. Thecrew of 
this vessel had a narrow escape from being 
cremated, the Captain and boatswain being 

burned. 

The Chesapeake and Ohio railroad com- 
pany estimates its loss at $300,000, which is 
fully covered by insurance. The total loss, 
including the three ships and the cargoes, 
the tug Wanderer, and the merchandise in 
the piers, will reach $2,000,000. The prin-

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TORRENS BILL JS PASSED. 


LACKS BUT GOVERNOR’S SIGNATURE 
TO BECOME A LAW. 


Only Three Votes Againt It in the 
House—Senate Concurs in House 
Amendments—Will Be Voted On in 
Took County at the June Election— 
Long Fight of the Chicage Real 
Estate Board Is Crowned with 
Success. 


Springfield, III., April 27.—In the House, 
immediately after the reading of the jour- 
nal, the Torrens land title bill passed by the 
Senate was called up by Mr. Miller and, with- 
out debate; was at once put upon its passage. 
The bill was passed with the emergency* 
clause—yeas, 125; nays, 8. Those who voted 
in the negative were Messrs. Jarvis, John- 
son of Whiteside, and Stoskopf. 

The bill is a copy of the law passed two 
years ago except that it strikes out the pro- 
vision which vested the Registrar of Titles 
with power to pass upon titles. This pro- 
vision was declared unconstitutional by the 
courts on the ground that it vested a minis- 
terial officer with judicial functions. The 
bill provides for a proceeding in a court of 
chancery to pass upon applications for the 
initial registration of tities. Notice is to 
be served on all parties in interest. The 
statute of limitations is reduced from five 
to two years and begms to run with the 
date of the entry of the decree. 

The Senate promptly concurred in the 
House amendments, including the emer- 
gency clause, which will permit a vote on 
it at the June election. It is expected that 
Gov. Tanner will approve the bill with the 
unconstitutional provisions in the law omtt- 
ted. This will end an eight-yearr contest 
in behalf of the system, carried on by the 
Real Estate Board. W. A. Bond, L. A. See- 
berger, Eugene H. Fishburn, Willis E. Jack- 
son, and Theodore Sheldon represented the 
board’s interests here, and are jubilant over 
the success of the bill. They have no doubt 
the law will be adopted by the voters. 

Campaign of Real Estate Men. 

The Torrens land scheme was introduced 
to the Chicago Real Estate Board by Mr. 
Sheldon. A committee was sent to Spring- 
field to.urge the passage of a joint resolution 
of the Senate and House for a special commis- 
sion. They were successful, and eight years 
ago Gov. Fifer named Harvey B. Hurd, 
Willis G. Jackson, George W. Prince, Frank 
Jones, and Theodore Sheldon as such u com- 
mission. Two years later they made to tne 
Thirty-eighth General Assembly a most ex- 
haustive and favorable report, including 4 
bill for an act making the Torrens land title 
system applicable to the entire State, The 
bill passed the Senate and lacked only seven 
votes of passage on the third reading in the 
House. 

Although disappointed the members of the 
Real Estate Board were not discouraged. 
After weeks of hard work and attendance at 
Springfield a new bill was passed and signed 
by Gov. Altgeld and submitted to the people 
of Cook County for adoption at the fall elec- 
tion, Nov. 5, 1895. The vote on the proposi- 
tion was large, being 83,001 in favor and only 
468 against it. After that the matter came 
before the County Board and means were 
provided to put the system into operation. 
In a few months 130 titles had been regis- 
tered and then a test case was carried to the 
Supreme Court and by the close vote of 4 to 3 
the law was declared unconstitutional. In 
December, 1896, for a third time the Real 
Estate Board took up the fight. The old 
Torrens committee, consisting of Louis A. 
Seeberger: William A. Bond, Eugene H. 
Fishburn, Willis G. Jackson, Joseph H. Don- 
nersberger, Dunlap Smith, H. 8. Dietrich, 
and J. L. Lombard was appointed and given 
full power to act, with instructions to pre- 
pare a bill to meet the views of the Supreme 
Court and to present the subject to the Legis- 
lature again. 

Say It Is Constitutional. 

The following lawyers pronounced the bill

Members of the Chicago Real Estate Board 
are delighted that the substitute Torrens 
land bill has passed the General Assembly. 
Many of the real estate dealers telegraphed 
congratulations. to the committee of the 
board which had charge of the bill at Spring- 
field. 

Marvin A. Farr, President of the board, 
said: I am glad the bill has been passed 
with so little opposition. The Torrens sys- 
tem of land registration will be more ex- 
pensive under this law than under the one 
two years ago, as it necessitates a 
eounsel and a court of record. 1 do not 
expect it will be taken advantage of as read- 
ily as two years ago, but it will come into 
use gradually.“ 

Every one who wishes to come under the 
working of the law will begin acticn in the 
form of a suit in any court of chancery juris- 
diction. The title is then turned over to the 
County Recorder, who certifies to the court 
his belief that title is vested in the person 
beginning the suit. The court then ‘signs 
the document and the title remains open to 
contest for two years. 


SENATORS FRAME A NEW LIBEL LAW. 


Humphrey. Insists on Immediate Ace- 
tion by Committee on Judicial De- 
partment and Practice. 


Springfield, III., April 27.—{Special.]—The 
Senators were stirred up this afternoon by 
the action of the Committee on Judicial De- 
partment and Practice in preparing a com- 
mittee bill amending the law of libel. The 
new bill takes in everything in the way of a 
publication, the editors, and publishers, and 
reporters, and even others who may give in- 
formation and thereby secure the publication 
of a siander or libel. It provides for civil 
damages as well as criminal prosecutions. 
It is believed the bill will pass the Senate, 
but it will be strongly opposed because of 
its radical character in some provisions, 
among them permitting suits to be instituted 
in any county where a complainant resides, 
no matter where the objectionable matter 
was printed or published. 

When the committee met Senator Hum- 
phrey offered as a substitute a bill similar 
to the Pennsylvania law for the Lundin bill. 

Senator Littler said that he approved of 
the substitute bill as far as it went, but he 
desired to offer an amendment. 

It is perfectly right and proper,“ he said, 
“that these newspapers ought to be com- 
pelled to go to the county where the piaintiif 
in an action for libel resides. It costs money 
to go to Chicago to sue one of these papers 
for libel, and I think they should be com- 
pelled to appear before the county wherein 
the plaintiff resides.“ | 

Senator Evans suggested that a committee 
of three be appointed to draft a bill in con- 
formity with the amendments. 

Senator Granger did not favor undue haste 
in the matter.. He favored the appointment 
of a subcommittee to draft a bill, and iid 
not believe in botching up a bill which 
could not be supported on the floor of the 
Senate. | 

Humphrey Hot for Action. 

Senator Humphrey was opposed to the ap- 


pointment of a subcommittee. He said: 
This bill not been ‘ botched,” as the 
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When the committee reconvened Senator 
Littler offered the bill as drafted by the 
subcommittee and on motion of Senator 
Humphrey the committee bill was ordered 
favorably reported by a viva voce vote. There 
were only ten members of the committee 
present when the bill was reported out. This 
was one less than a quorum. Those present 
were: Senators Hamilton, Littler, Anthony, 
Bolinger, Fitzpatrick, Baxter, Humphrey, 
Grange, Evans, and O’Brien. 

The full text of the bill reported out is as 
follows: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the people of the State 
of Illinois represented in the General Assembly, 
That if any perdson shall write, print, Ss or 
distribute any malicious or defamatory libel, tend- 
ing either to blacken the memory of one who is 
dead, or the reputation of one who is alive, and 
thereby exposing him to public hatred, contempt, 
or ridicule, such person shall be gulity of a mis- 
demeanor, and on conviction be sentenced to pay a 
fine of not exceeding $1,000, or undergo an im- 
prisonment not exceeding twelve months, or both, 


or either at the discretion of the court. 


Sec. 2. Any person who willfully states, delivers, 
or transmits by any means whatever to manager, 
editor, publisher, or reporter of any mewspaper, 
magazine, publication, periodical, or serial for 
publication therein any libelous statement con- 
cerning any person or co and thereby 
procure the actual publication of the same, is 
hereby declared guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be sentenced to pay a fine 
not exceeding $500 and undergo imprisonment for 
a period not exceeding one year, or either, or both, 
at the discretion of the court. 


Alse Hae Civil Action. 


Sec. 8. In addition to the original prosecution 
provided for in Secs. 1 and 2 of this act, any per- 
sor. who may feel aggrieved on account of any such 
slanderous or lebelous publication shall also have 
his civil action for damages. 

Sec. 4. In all cases where a newspaper is sued 
for slander or libel it shall be lawful for the 
plaintiff to bring suit In the county where he or 
she may reside, or where the defendant may reside, 
or where the newspaper may be published, and 
upon service thereof the defendant shall be sub- 
ject to the orders of the court as in other cases. 
It shall also be lawful to prosecute the defendant 
criminally in accordance with the provisions of 
this act in the county where the complainant or 
complaining witness may reside. And the Cir- 
cuit Court of the proper county is hereby vested 
with jurisdiction to try and punish the defendant 
to the same extent that the Circuit Court of the 
county where the defendant resides would have 
under the criminal laws of this State. 

Sec. 5. All acts and parts of acts in conflict with 
this act are hereby repealed. 


TO FORBID LOANS OF PUBLIC MOQNEY 


Bill to Repeal Present Law Is Passed 
by the House—Other Legisla- 
tive Business. 


Springfield, III., April 27.—Mr. Merriam 
called up in the House today on third 
reading his bill to repeal the act of 1893 
authorizing the custodians of public funds 
to loan the same and to retain a portion of 
the interest thereon. 

Mr. Merriam spoke at length in favor of the 
bill, and Johnson, Stoskopf, and other Dem- 
ocrats opposed it. 

The previous question was ordered, and 
the roll call was then had on the passage 
of the bill. It resulted: Yeas, 77; nays, 67. 
Speaker Curtis declared the bill passed. 

Mr. Selby called up on third reading his 
bili amending the act to provide for and 
regulate the administration of trusts by 
trust companies. It was passed: Yeas, 87; 
nays, 33. 

Mr. Hammers secured a suspension of the 
rules to take up his bill to establish and 
maintain a uniform course of text-books 
for the public schools of the State and to 
fix the price thereof. The bill was on second 
reading. It was amended on Mr. Hammers’ 
motion so as to make the Board of School- 
Book Commissioners consist of the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, the 
regents of the University ot Illinois and of 
the several State Normal Schools, and the 
Superintendent of the Chicago Public 
Schools. A committee amendment was 
adopted increasing the bond required of per- 
sons or corporations making bids for the 
contract to supply text-books from $10,000 
to $300,000. Another committee amendment 
adopted provides that any system of text- 
books adopted by a school district may be 
discontinued by a vote of two-thirds of the 
legal voters of such district. 

Mr. Bovey offered an amendment, which 
was adopted, striking out the section pro- 
viding for free text-books where the sante 
may be ordered by a vote of two-thirds of 
the legal voters of a school district. 

The bill was ordered to a third reading. 

Mr. Nohe, from the Committee on Insur- 
ance, presented a committee bill providing 
that within three months after the passage 
of the act all buildings four stories in height, 
including flats and apartment buildings, 
Shall be equipped with metallic ladders or 
staircase fire escapes. . 

Mr. Buckner, from the Committee on Mi 
tary Affairs, reported a committee bill 
which revises the entire military and naval 
code of the State. 

Mr. Sayler, from the Committee on Parks 
and Boulevards, reported a committee bill 
providing for the establishment of a boule 
yard in the South Park district in Chicago, 
from Lake Park to Jackson Park, west of 
the Illinois Central tracks, and for the elec- 
tion of Park Commissioners by popular vote. 
The bill was ordered to second reading. 

Mr. Cochran got unanimous consent to put 
upon its passage his bill which gives old 
soldiers preference after having passed civil 
service examination, It was passed by a 
vote of 92 yeas to 12 nays. 

In the Senate today on the motion of Sen- 
ator Mahoney the vote by which the com- 
mittee bill relating to the care of dependent 
poor insane failed to pass was reconsidered 
and the bill was passed by 31 yeas to 4naye. 

The committee bill to regulate building 
and loan associations was advanced to third 
reading and made a special order for to- 
morrow.

GREEK CAUSE ADMITTED TO BE LOST. 


Question Now Is Whether the War 
WIII Survive the Dynasty or the 
Dynasty the War.

London, April 27.—[Copyright, 17. That 
the Greek cause is lost is now sorrowfully ad- 
mitted by her warmest supporters here. 
The details dribbling in of the disordered 
flight from Larissa have effectually killed 
any lingering hope of an effective stand being 
made at Pharsala. Greece has not been 
vouchsafed a General of the stamp needed to 
restore the morale of her army after such a 
lapse into panic. Whether the war will sur- 
vive the dynasty or the d}masty the war is 
mow the question agitating men’s minds 
here. News of the hemming in and capitula- 
tion of the Greek army, followed by a revo- 
lution at Athens, is hourly expected. 

Significant of the effect created by the 
Larissa stampede is the silence of the 

Hellenists in the House of Conimons. They 
are accused of having egged on Greece to her 
destruction in pure lightness of heart, while 
the Ministers, instead of cowering before 
the threatened storm of public indignation 
are regaining confidence in the belief that 
their course, if Jess heroic, was after all the 
wisest and most humane. 
One Side Must Ask. 

Mr. Balfour has made it plain there will 
be mo European intervention unless at the 
invitation of either of the combatants. An 
appeal from Greece is regarded as highly 
improbable, but it is thought that the Sul- 
tan may seek to rehabilitate himself fur- 
ther with Europe DY placing himself in the 
hands of the powers in the full flush of vic- 
tory. 

Today not a single Greek soldier remains 
in Turkish territory. All the baggage and 
munitions of the Greek force were also capt- 
ured at Karya. 

Ralli’s Interview. 

M. Ralli has been interviewed on the situa- 
tion and is having more real influence upon 
the people than any other man or body of mén 
in Greece at present: M. Ralli said: 

“We are the victims of a series of lam- 
entable blunders which have demoralized 
our magnificent army. From the very be- 
ginning we had no planof campaign. As the 
war went on the line of action obviously im- 
posed by circumstances was to avoid en- 
gagements in consequence of the utter in- 
capacity of the commanders and positive 
instructions from Athens which were not 
based upon purely military considerations. 
Tlie moment the Prince arrived at the seat 
of war the sole thought of the responsible 
commanders was not attack or withstand the 
Turks, but to effect a safe retreat if neces- 
sary. All orders emanated from the pal- 
ace, and those which were issued by any one 
else were ignored. When dispatches were 
sent to Mavromichalis he was not where he 
was supposed to be, having moved on by su- 
perior orders. Instead of protecting his line 
of troops in Epirus with regulars this im- 
portant duty was confided to insurgents, 
who simply walked off. At Dereli such was 
the demoralization that when the Turkish 
troops approached to attack they were mis- 
taken for friends and when they had killed 
seme of our soldiers with knives and some 
Greek soldiers had fired revolvers our offi- 
cers cried out: Don't fire; they are our 
friends.’ 

War Could Be Won. 

“Do you still suppose,” asked the corre- 
spondent, “that the war can be carried on 
with hope of success? 

* Decidediy,”’ he replied, for I have great 
confidence in Smolensky, Mavromichaelis, 
Dimopoulos, and some others. Smolensky’s 
retreat was a magnificent achievement from 
a military point of view.“ 

“It seems to me,“ said the correspondent, 
“that the entire army cannot yet be in 
Pharsala.

| THE GOVERNOR’S MANSION. 

Representative Merriam, a man not given 
to exaggerations, has submitted the follow- 
ing report on the condition of the Executive 
Mansion, in which the Governor and his 
family are expected to live: 

Your committee found the mansion in a deplor- 
able condition. The basement is in such condition 
that stench and bed air arise from the ground, 
there being a broken and exposed sewer, which is 
very defective; also a steam boiler worn out and 
very dangerous, which never should have been 
placed in the front basement of the house. The 
house heeds a general overhauling. ‘The floor is 
sunken and should be repaired in many of the rooms 
and passageways. The furniture is all of an old 
pattern and worn out. Painting and frescoing of 
the mansion is necessary. The woodwork outside 
has rotted and fallen to pieces. The railing should 
De torn down. The roof is decayed and leaks badly. 
The exterior portions of the mansion should be 
painted to be made presentable. We find the ex- 
ecutive chamber needs repairing and furniture 
worn should be replaced. We recommend an ap- 
propriation of $30,000 for the above mentioned 
purposes, 

This is the way in which the State of IIII- 
nois takes care of its property. Ifa private 
individual were to allow a building he owned 
to get into such a condition the health au- 
thorities would get after him or the courts 
wouki appoint a conservator. 

The Legislature has made petty little ap- 
propriations for repairs from time to time, 
but it has never appropriated enough. That 
was not because there was no money availn- 
ble, for it has appropriated millions foolisa- 
ly, especially during the last fdtr years. 
Successive General Assemblies have pre- 
ferred to squander money in jobs rather 
than use it where it was actually needed. 
Thus this year the Senate bas passed a 
bill giving to the heirs of Logan and Wil 


nary sevices in connection with a law with 
the onactment of which they had nothing to 
do, That me Beate when asked to ap- 
propriate $30 to make the Governor's 
Mansion habitable, will doubtless grumble 
at the expense, will declare the State can- 
not afford to spend so much, and will eut 
down the appropriation three-fourths or 
more, and make it possible to do only a 
little patching.

The details of the battle at Mati and of the 
abandonment of Tyrnavos and Larissa jus- 
tify the uprising of the radicals in Athens 
and the denunciations of the King and his 
Council as well as of the staff commanders 
of the Grecian army, which are freely made 
by the Athenian people and which have led 
to the removal of many of these command- 
ers. It was a battle which could not have 
been fought desperately when the Turks lost 
only ten killed and thirty-eight wounded. 
It was a rout, a panic, rather than a re- 
treat, and if the Turks had followed up their 
advantage the Greek army today woukl 
either have been captured or destroyed. It 
was a cowardly flight. : 

Nearly every report confirms the state- 
ment of impotence, cowardice, and panic 
among the Greeks. A London dispatch 
says they were driven from Mati like sheep 
and that the Turks captured fourteen guns 
and vast quantities of ammunition. A Con- 
stantinople dispatch says: The Hellenie 
troops fied in disorder, abandoning a large 
quantity of arms and ammunition,” while 
an Athens dispatch says: It is thought 
that the immense stores, the accumulations 
of sixteen years of Greek occupation, must 
have fallen into the hands of the victors,” 
while other reports state the Greeks left in 
such haste they abandoned everything. 

The Greeks, it must be confessed, in view 
of the details of the battle, behaved worse 
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he circunistances justify this criti- 


* 


ers, but Constantine was the reeponuiblé 
commander, acting purely upon his own 
motion, for the government at Athens had 
no advice to give. When applied to for 
counsel it had none to offer. Upon any such 
eccasion it shirked duty and left the re- 
sponsibility to its Generals, bidding them to 
institute and follow their own policy, and 


the policy of Constantine, as is told in un 


Athens dispatch, from the moment he ar- 
rived at the seat of war was not to attack 


| the Turks but to effect such a retreat as he 


could make. He made his retreat and left 
behind him his siege guns, innumerable 
small arms, all their stores of ansmunition 
and provisions, and went in such a hurry 
that he left even the money in the bank of 
Larissa as loot for the Turkish coffers. 

The outcome is a pitiable dispiay of mil- 
itary ignorance and incompetence, of cow- 
ardice and panic, though but a handful of 
men had been killed on either side. In view 
of it all it is no wonder that the royal family 
finds itself in disgrace and the target for 
assault and denunciation, and that the peo- 
ple, when it is too late, are calling for the 
resignation of the military staff and threat- 
ening to demand the abdication of the gov- 
ernment, It is high time for the rowers to 
intervene and save the Greeks from Turkish 
tyranny, for nothing else can stay the march 
of.the Turks to Athens and the overthrow 
of the Greek Kingdom. Whether the 
“powers make an offer to intervene or not the 
Greeks should call, and call promptly and 
loudly, upon them to save them from the 
tender mercies of the victorious Turks. 
They no longer have the spirit of Ther- 
mopylm and Marathon. Tis Greece, but 
living Greece no more.” If the powers are 
not utterly lost to all sense of humanity they 
will now step in and stop this one-sided 
struggle. 


WHY REMOVE CRAWFORD? 

It is reported that Mayor Harrison in a 
few days will appoint a successor to Mark 
IL. Crawford, Superintendent of the bride- 
well, It is not apparent why the Mayor 
should take this action unless he is actuated 
by a desire to placate ravenous olficeseekers 
at the expense of efficient publie service. Mr. 
Crawford has been in charge of the bride- 
well for some time and has served under both 
Republican and Democratic administra- 
tions. He was appointed originally by a 
Democratic Mayor, and aside from matters 
directly connected with the institution un- 
der his charge he is himself a Democrat of 
a partisan character. The mere question of 
politics does not appear to furnish sufficient 
reason for the Mayor’s contemplated ae 
tion. There are many reasons, however, 
why Mr. Crawford should be retained in 
his place. It is exceedingly difficult to find 
men capable of conducting the affairs of av 
institution like the bridewell in a manner 
entirely satisfactory to the public. The 
Superintendent to be successful must be 
possessed of rare executive gifts and u 
proper appreciation of the humane aspect of 
his responsibilities. Mr. Crawford has 
demonstrated that he has these qualities, 
and they have been developed along benefi- 
cial channels as his time of service has 
lengthened. He has done much to remove 
the children committed to his care 
from the baneful influence of the 
more vicious, and it was owing to his efforts 
that the admirable school for the instruc- 
tion of the younger inmates was established 
and has been so capably conducted. His 
business management has béen above crit- 
icism and no serious complaints have ever 
been lodged against him to counteract the 
frequent praise which has been bestowed 
on him. The good work he did as a 
World's Fair director for a year foreshad- 
owed the excellent record he has made in 
the bridewell, and the expectationis. of his 
friends have been abundantly realized in 
this respect. The Mayor should hesitate 


to the ill-advised importunities of place 
hunters. 


— 
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CASE OF INGPECTOR sCHAACK. 

The Mayor should hesitate before yield. 
ing to the pressure which is being brought to 
bear on him to remove Inepector Schaack, 
It is reported in police circles that it is 
taken for granted that Schaack is to go, 
but the Mayor has yet the chance to make 
sure that a gross injustice is not done in his 
name. If the Inspector is dismissed now 
without adequate cause he will be deprived 
of the pension to which he would be entitled 
in about a year, when the requisite length of 
service will have expired. To take this re- 
ward for faithful work away from him 
when he is just on the point of reaching the 
period when he would have earned it would 
be a wanton and cruel act if it should hap- 
pen that the Inspector did not deserve the 
harsh treatment contemplated. 

But, aside from this, the chief ground for 
this project to remove Schaack dates as far 
back as the November election of 1894. On 
the evening of that election a raid 
was planned on one of the poll⸗- 
ing places of the Twenty-third Ward 
for the purpose of getting pos- 
session of and destroying the ballots. It 
was known that the vote of the ward had 
been heavily Republican and it was hoped 
by the Democrats that this adverse vote 
could be removed by violence. The raiders 
did not succeed in seizing the ballots, but 
during the fighting one man was murdered. 
It was u crime of the grossest magnitude, 
for it was not only murder but it was com- 
plicated by assault on the freedom of the 
franchise. For various reasons, chief 
among them being the inefficiency of the 
then incumbent of the State’s-Attorney’s 
office, nearly two years passed and nothing 
energetic was done towards hunting down 
the perpetrators of this crime. Then some 
evidence came to light through the efforts 
largely of Inspector Schaack. One im- 
portant witness was shut up in an Oregon 
penitentiary, and his evidence was held by 
the prosecution to be of special importance, 
but the authorities there refused to permit 
him to come to Chicago, and trial was held 
without this essential testimony. The re- 
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The Mayor should not consent to feed 
O' Malley's revenge at such a price. O’Malb 
ley has been acquitted. All suspicions have 
been swept away by the verdict of the jury. 
He ought to be satisfied. The Mayor is 
under no obligations to make any payment 
of this character to O'Malley, but, on the 
contrary, should bear in mind that to dis- 
miss a Police Inspector for such a cause 
will sap the zeal and energy of the entire 
department. Prosecutions will not be at- 
tempted unless the culprit is caught so red- 
handed that there would be no possibility of 
acquittal. A string of evils would inevita- 
bly follow in the wake of this conspicuous 
act of injustice. 
FOLLY OF THE BUILDING TRADES UNIONS 

Five unions in the building trades—the 


Derrickmen's, the Bridge and Structural 


Ironworkers’, the Journeymen Plumbers’, 
the Junior Steamfitters’, and the Hodcar- 
riers’ and Building Laborers—have de- 
clared themselves in favor of a general 
strike on May 1 for fewer hours and in- 
creased wages. Such egregious folly as this 
is difficult to understand. It makes one 
doubt the general intelligence of the mem- 
bers of these unions. Do they think the 
building season is so flourishing that it is 
a good time tostrike? In view of the multi- 
tude of vacant stores and offices, do they 
imagine that large numbers of buildings 
will be erected this season? One would 
think that under such circumstances as 
these the Presidents, Secretaries, and 
walking delegates of the labor unions would 
do all they could not to lessen the amount of 
work that can possibly be done and that 
they would do nothing to discourage but 
everything to encourage property-owners 
to build, 

On the contrary, these wiseacres want 
shorter hours and more wages. They want 
to cut the percentage of time and get more 
money. They do not take into considera- 
tion that they will make the demand upon a 
falling market, that everything is depressed, 
and that when laboring men have just got 
through the winter, living on what they had 
laid up or running in debt to tradesmen, and 
that when they are just beginning to get 
work and earn something the insane propo- 
sition is made to strike and stop carning 
anything. , 

The leaders of these misguided men ought 
to know the effect a strike will have upon 
capitalists and others who have thought of 
building because they imagined they could 
build more cheaply now. They will say if 
wages and building expenses are increased 
we will take no chances on putting up build- 
ings which may not rent. They ought to 
know that the amount of work will be cut 
off and that the demand for shorter hours 
and more wages in reality means 100 per 
cent less hours and no wages at all, and that 
when winter comes round again destitution 
will come round again also. Then they will 
ask people to carry them through another 
winter. When they are asked why they 
did not work when they had the chance all 
that they can reply is that they struck 
against work and wilfully threw away their 
chances. 

The proposed strike is threatened by the 
higher classes of workingmen, for which 
there is still less excuse. Being necessary 
cogs in the industrial machine, they will 
foree others to quit, such as carpenters, 
bricklayers, etc., through the agency of the 
sympathetic strike, the most causeless and 
wicked of all strikes, because it forces men 
to be idle who want to work. Thus there is 
danger that industry must come to a stand- 
Still and the building season pass unim- 
proved because of the insensate folly of 
labor leaders who have not sense enough to 
recognize existing conditions, and who can- 
not see that a falling market and empty 
houses and stores are not the incidents of 
occasions favoring strikes for higher wages. 
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THE INDETERMINATE SENTENCE LAW. 
Judge Dibell of Joliet has just held that 
the indeterminate sentence law is constitu- 
tional. A Cook County Judge has held that 
it is not. The question will come up before 
the Supreme Court next month and it will 
decide which Judge is right. 3 
The Legislature should not wait, to hear 
from the Supreme Court, but should make 
haste to repeal.a law which is bad even if 
it is constitutional. It is one of those 
specimens of ventimental legislation which 
get on the statute books so often nowadays 
and area curse as long as they remain there. 
A member of the last General Assembly 
learned that some other State had an inde- 
terminate sentence law, and he jumped at 
the conclusion that Illinois must have one 
also. He did not stop to inquire whether 
it worked well elsewhere, or whether, if it 
had. it would be likely to work well here. 
The law went into force in July, 1895. 
After it had been in operation a year grand 
juries and police departments began con- 
demping it for good reasou. It was ap- 
parent that it reformed nobody. It simply 
turned loose on the community criminals 
whom the authorities had spent much time 
and money in putting behind the bars. 
The sooner this law is repealed the better 
it will be for the community, which has 
suffered a great deal at the hands of those 
emotional cranks who have much sympathy 
for those who commit crimes but little or 
none for those against whom crimes are 


committed. 
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WISCONSIN’S BEET SUGAR INDUSTRY. 

The beet sugar industry has been started 
in earnest in Wisconsin. The plant at Me- 
nomonee Falls is now turning out the prod- 
uct in fairly large quantities, having suc- 
cessfully passed the experimental stage. 
It represents an investment of $300,000 and 
has a capacity of disposing of 275 tons of 
beets every twenty-four hours. An estab- 
lishinent of this kind cannot fail to be of 
great benefit to the neighborhood, Prac- 
tically all the material it uses is grown in 
the immediate vicinity, and nearly all the 
money it spends in conducting the business 
stays in this one locality. It furnishes em- 
ployment to men, women, and children in 
the fields raising the beets and employment 
to hundreds of others in the factory, where 
the beets are converted into sugar. There 
ought to be 100 of these concerns in Wis- 
consin and there ought to be hundreds of oth- 
er factories erected in the other States which 
‘are in the sugar beet region, such as Michi- 
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course on the West Indies, Cuba, and the 
other countries from which we import sugar 
in such large quantities, but this country 
can hardly be expected to look after their 
affairs. If all the sugar used in the United 
States were made here the governinent 
would be deprived of the revenue it gets 
from the present sugar importations, but 
this can always be made up by duties on 
tea and coffee, commodities which cannot 
be raised in this country. 5 


TELLER CAUSES DEMOCRATIC REVOLT. 

The reported revolt in the ranks of Democ- 
racy against the Judicial ticket is not sur- 
prising. There is one feature of that ticket 
which should certainly breed a revolt, and 


that is the presence upon it of a free silver 


advocate of the ultra, retroactive school. 
This man, J. H. Teller, believes in changing 
the financial standard so that the dollar 
shall be composed of 371% grains of silver, 
worth fifty cents or less, instead of 23 1-5 
grains of gold, worth 100 cents. But he 
goes further and asks that this change be 
retroactive in its effects and apply to all 
existing contracts which were made on the 
basis of the existing gold standard, The 
advocacy of such a doctrine must be con- 
sidered as prima facie evidence of dishon- 
esty. A man who wants a fifty-cent silver 
dollar instead of a 100-cent gold dollar, but 
wants it to be substituted only in future 
contracts, can be charged with lack of in- 
telligence, but he cannot, like the first-men- 
tioned individual, be accused of dishonesty. 
The Democratic leaders ought to have un- 
derstood before they put Teller on the 
ticket that the people of Cook County would 
never elect such a man to the position of 
Judge. His principles on the money ques- 
tion are of such a character that the poopie 
could not afford to trust his judgment in 
reaching a decision in legal cases. He is 
unfit for the bench and cannot he elected. 
While those Democrats who followed 
Bryan and Altgeld may vote for him, the 
sound money Democrats, who did not vote 
for Teller’s principles, cannot support Tel- 
ler. If these Democrats are not inclined 
to support all the candidates on the “ old 
Judge ticket they must at least scratch 
the name of Teller as that of a man who 
would be a dangerous possessor of judicial 
powen It would be unfortunate to intrust 
cases of importance to the judgment of a 
man who has no more sense than to want 
fifty-cent dollars instead of 100-cent dol- 
lars and no more honesty than to want this 
substitution to affect contracts already in 
existence. 


GARBAGE MUST BE CREMATED. 

At the meeting of the Council on Monday 
night Ald. Walker introduced a resolution 
which was unanimously adopted— 

Directing the Mayor, the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works, the Commissioner of Health, the Super- 
intendent of Street Cleaning, and three Aldermen, 
to be selected by the Mayor, to investigate plans 
of céllecting and removing garbage, and, after 
they had come to a decision, instructing the Com- 
missioner of Public Works to advertise for bids 
and let the contract, for a term of five years, ac- 
cording to such plans and specifications as may 
have been approved by this special advisory com- 
mittee. 

No conclusion of the deliberations of this 
“ special advisory committee” will be sat- 
isfactory which does not provide for cre- 
mating the garbage and reducing ‘t to ashes. 
There should be no possibility of Chicago 
continuing the present method of collecting 
the refuse and carting it through the streets 
of the city to be dumped: on the prairie to 
rot. This plan of unloading the garbage in 
a hole, covering the deposit with a thin 
layer of earth, and then erecting houses on 
this foundation is one of the most disgrace- 
fully unhealthy practices any community 
was ever guilty of. Science and sense de- 
mand cremation as the only intelligent 
scheme of disposing of garbage, and Chi- 
cago must not wait any longer to begin the 
use of this system. There is no other way 
to prevent the birth and spread of disease 
germs which flourish in decaying refuse, 
and the problem which has been before the 
people so long has been solved absolutely 
and finally by the test of practical experi- 
ence. Cremation is not a theory or an ex- 
periment. It has been found to be a great 
benefit to cities and has been widely adopt- 
ed, and Chicago must not lag along behind 
the municipal procéssion of progress, A 
great responsibility rests on this special com- 
mittee which can be discharged acceptably 
only by deciding on burning the garbage. 
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FOREIGN GOODS POURING IX. 

The value of the foreign goods entered at 
the New York Custom-House last week was 
fourteen million dollars, or five and a half 
millions more than for the corresponding 
week last year. Of the total imports over 
three-fourths was in dry goods, sugar, wool, 
and other commodities which will have to 
pay higher duties under the new tariff, and 
which are being hurried into the country in 
anticipation of its passage. 

The imports at New York are about three- 
fourths of the total imports of the country. 
So the imports last week were about 
seven and a quarter millions in excess of 
what they were a year ago. The excess 
will increase as the weeks go by, until the 
tariff bill now in the Senate becomes a law. 
A delay of ten weeks will mean the rushing 
in of goods worth more than a hundred 
millions in anti¢ipation of ite passage. 

The sugar trust will be enabled to bring in 
tens of millions of dollars’ worth of raw 
sugar. It will pay a 40 per cent duty, and 
then charge consumers as much as if it 
had paid 70 per cent. The government will 
lose and the trust gain 30 per cent. The 
trust will repeat the game it played in 1894, 
when sugar was taken off the free list and 
made dutiable at 40 per cent. By delaying 
the passage of the bill the trust was able to 
lay in a year’s stock of sugar, which it sold 
later on, plus the duty. A* 

The importers will bring in great stocks of 
woolen and silk goods on which they will 
pay the present duties, and then charge cus- 
tomers as much as if the higher duties had 
been paid.

[END OF SORIP HEARING. 


COMMISSIONER HERMANN TO GIVE 
HIS DECISION SOON. 


MeKee Claimants Do Not Fare Well at 
the Hands of Lamoreux'’s Successor 
He Overrules All Motions and Oral 
Arguments Are Dispensed With— 
Briefs Mast Be Filed Within Ten 
Days—Other News from Wash- 
ington. : 


Washington, D. C., April 27.—{Special.]— 
McKee serip holders did not fare well at 
the hands of Commissioner Hermann 
when. the hearing of the Chicago 
lake-front case was resumed at the 
Land Office today. Commissioner Her- 
mann overruled a motion made dy 
the counsel for the scrip holders to re- 
quire N. K. Fairbank and other claimants 
to produce abstract of title to show the 
ownership of the land ih dispute. It was 
the opinion of the Commissioner of the Land 
Office that the only question was whether 
the United States owned the land and it 
was immatcrial whether the contestants 
had any interest in the lands or not. Coun- 
sel for the scrip holders then moved*to dis- 
miss the contest, claiming that the affidav- 
its were not properly verified and testimony 
of witnesses was not corroborated. These 
motions were not disposed of in the same 
manner as that relating to a title abstract, 
and the McKee claimants were at the end 
of their rope.

Another tack was taken and an effort 
made for a continuance until there was a 
decision in the case now pending before the 
Chicago courts. In the dpinion of the Com- 
missioner of the Land Office this matter 
Was not germane to the controversy before 
him, and he declined to order the continu- 
ance asked for. Thereupon the attorneys 
upon both sides consulted together and came 
to the conclusion that it would be well to 
discontinue oral arguments and submit the 
briefs which had been prepared for the 
original case. This met with the approval 
of all interested, and an assurance was 
given by Commissioner Hermann that he 
would expedite matters and render a de- 
cision as quickly as Possible. 8

An effort was adi ns the counsel on be-

Leave of absence for three months with 
permission to go abroad having been grant- 
ed Maj.-Gen. Wesley Merritt, now: stationed 
at New York, there is considerable specula- 
tion among army officers as to who will be 
in command of Uncle Sam’s forces while 
Maj.-Gen. Miles is also abroad. Unless 2 
change of plan occurs Gen. Miles and his 
aid, Capt. Maus, will start for the seat of 
war in the Orient on the steamer St. Paul, 
which will leave New York May 5. Al- 
though Gen. Merritt in his application for 
leave of absence merely said he desired to 
go to Europe, the impression prevails that 
he too wants to visit the scene of hostilities 
between Greeks and Turks for the purpose 
of observing their movements.

fruits In the market: In investigation into 
the actual facts of the ease as to supply and 
prices not only fails to sustain the position 
taken by many of the dealers, but gives a 
positive disproval to many of the statements 
they have made. There are in this city four 
cold storage warehouses in which apples are 
placed when the fruit begins coming to this 
market in the fall after being purchased by 
wholesale dealers, and from which the win- 
ter, spring, and summer supply is taken out 
according to the requirements of the local 
and shipping trade. These houses are the 
Western Union, Monarch, Produce; and Cop- 
sumers’. A fifth, the Armour’s, will be added 
this fall, but at the present time is not ex- 
tensively used in a public way. The present 
stock of apples in these houses is between 
30,000 and 31,000 barrels. On May 1 last year 
the Chicago supply im cold storage was a 
little over 14,000 barrels—in round figures 
15,000 barrels—or one-half the present show- 
ing. 

A point fully as materia! to the general 
apple situation as the supply touches the 
present and comparative cost of the fruit. 
While there are twice the number of barrels 
in store as a year ago prices show a materia! 
reduction over last year, when this kind of 
fruit was popularly supposed to be cheap. 
Baldwins, Ben Davis, and russets are the 
favorite keeping apples. The finest grades 
of these varities are now quoted to the trade 


‘from $2.50@2.75. Fancy fruit in a smailer 


way is atrifiehigher. Last year at this time 
Ben Davis’ were selling from $3.25@3.50 and 
Baldwins, strictly No. 1, from $3.00@3.25. 

In Western New York, which is the prin- 


.cipal apple rai&ing end of the country, a con- 


dition of things exists which accentuates 
even more strongly than the Chicago situ- 
ation the fact that apples are still going to be 
cheap and plenty. Stocks there on May 1 
will be, in round figures 80,000 barrels. A 
year ago there were but 22,000 barrels in 
Western New York houses. Stocks in tne 
New England States are uncertain, but are 
known to be heavier than last year. 

F. Newhall & Sons, who keep a particularly 
close watch of the apple situation, say: 
The facts in the case have unquestionabiy 
been strained by dealers who want to see a 
higher market and who have sent out a good 
deal of misinformation for the purpose of 
bringing about the conditions they desired. 
There is certainly a supply of apples sufti- 
cient for all immediate and prospective re- 
quirements. A feature of our supply here 
has been the shrinkage in cold storage, which 
has been larger then tisual. Thisis owing to 
the early ripening last fall. With a good crop 
this summer and fall we should have large 
quantities in store here next winter, for 
Chicago has facilities in this line not equaled 
by any place in the country.“

There were nu- 
merous reports from the Northwest telling 
af progress in seeding operations. Receipts 
at Minneapolis and Duluth were 375 cars, 
against 200 a week ago and 641 a year ago. 
Exports were the smallest for a number of 
days at the equivalent of 29,000 bu. The Paris 
market, which recently advanced on French 
crop reports, was off sharply, and other con- 
tinental markets showed fractional conces- 
sions.

There was an 
inclination in some quarters to consider this 
bearish, but if it is significant of anything 
it is that there must be an unusual demand 
for winter wheat to cause such an abnormal 
movement. The weakness in the speculative 
market became more pronounced in the lat- 
ter part of the session, May selling down 

© 72c and July to 7i%c. There was only 
fractional recovery before the close. 


Coarse Grains Heavy. 


The entire list of coarse grains was weak, 
heavy, and ranged almost steadily down- 
ward. First quotations were top and last 
over bottom. In corn there was a down- 
ward range of %c. Receipts were a little 
lighter than expected, 144 cars arriving 
where 160 cars had been estimated. Pri- 
mary receipts were 262,000 bu and ship- 
ments 389,000 bu.

TARIFF BILL Is IN PERIL. 


HOGGISH DEMANDS OF ARID LAND 


WOOL GROWERS MAY BE FATAL. 


Mantle and Other Western Senators 
Join in the Cry for Enormous Rates 
~They Want the Whole Thing— 
“You Must Give Us These Duties on 
Wool or We Will Fight the Bill “ 
MeKinley Against an Increase on 
the High Dingley Rates. 


Washington, D. C., April 25.—[New York 
World. }—The subcommittee of the Senate 
Committee on Finance at work on the Sen- 
ate tariff bill is in serious trouble tonight, 
The four Senators, leaders of the policy of 
the Republican party who comprise this 
subcomumittee, are in a desperate situa- 
tion. 

They are compelled to assume what they 
regard as a fearful responsibility. Even 
the temporary success of the tariff bill is in 
danger. The situation is as follows: 

The subcommittee has worked day and 
night in its rooms at the Arlington Hotel 
to perfect a bill. Senator Aldrich has la- 
bored so ificessantly that he has been com- 
pelled to breakfast and lunch at his desk. 
The three other members—the laborious 
Alien, the faithful and earnest Platt, and 
the brilliant Wolcott—have toiled with a 
conspicuous devotion. 

They have gone over the enormous mass 
of material covered by the Dingley bill. 
They have, so to speak, ripped the creation 
of the House Committee of Ways and 
Means into pieces. They have listened to a 
flood of argument from interested people. 

AS a result of their labors the subcom- 
mittee has nearly completed a bill. On 
Thursday next its work will have ended and 
the bill will be made public. Today nearly 
all ghe schedules have been completed save 
the sugar schedule and the great, complex, 
and much contested wool schedule. 


66 Wat Shall We Do with Woolt“ 


I am prepared to state authoritatively 
that the only serious source of trouble which 
has confronted and which still confronts the 
subcommittee is the question, What shall 
we do wah wool?’ 

The subject is indeed a grave one, for the 
subcommittee stands face to face with a 
great political conspiracy. It is understood 
in all its details by the subcommittee exactly 
as it is realized by the President, by Senator 
Hanna, and by the working leaders of the 
Republican party. They all . behold the 
dangers that threaten alike the tariff bill 
and the future of Republicanism. If the 
wool schedule were satisfactorily disposed of 
all would be plain sailime. 

The simple truth is that the American Wool 
Growers’ Association, through its salaried 
executive leader, Judge Lawrence of Ohio, 
is making a desperate demand on the sub- 
committee. It is pressing, pushing, threat- 
ening, cajoling, and intriguing for greatly 
increased. rates of duty over the protection 
given woo! by the Dingley bill. 

There are two great grades of wool im- 
ported into the United States. Shorn of 
technicalities, they are high-grade or cloth- 
ing wools, and a coarser variety, known as 
carpet and rug making wools. The latter 
are not grown in the United States. They 
come from Australia, the Cape of Good Hope, 
and elsewhere, and do not compete ina trade 
sense with the wools raised in America. 


Demand More than Dingley Rates. 

The Dingley bill provides a duty on first- 
class or clothing wools of 11 cents a pound— 
an enormous duty in itself and especially 
noticeable because, under the Wilson tariff 
law now in operation, wools come in free of 
duty to the manufacturers. The American 
Wool-Growers’ Association peremptorily de- 
mands that the Dingley rates be greatly in- 
creased. 

In the woo! trade the first-class wools are 
divided into grades technically known as 
“ skirted "’ wools and non-skirted wools. 
The Wool-Growers’ Association says to the 
subcommittee: ‘** You must give us 12 cents 
a pound on ‘ unskirted’ wool and exactly 
double, or 24 cents a pound, on ‘ skirted.’ ”’ 


Nearly all wools imported are the skirted” . 


variety. The duty of 24 cents insisted on 
would be absolutely prohibitory. No one 
could afford to import with this enormous 
tax to be paid. 

The carpet wools, notwithstanding similar 
grades are not grown in thé United States, 
are also attacked by the insatiable wool 
men. The duty provided for revenue pur- 
poses by Mr. Dingley ts four cents a pound 
on wools used in carpets. The wool-growers 
demand eight cents a pound. They also in- 
sist on the introduction of such phraseology 
in the law as will result practically ina duty 
of 16 cents a pound—something previously 
unconceived of in any economic measure. 

There ls a minority of the wool people who 
are not so extortionate in their demands. 
They would accept 16 cents a pound duty 
on “ skirted”’ clothing wools instead of 24 


cents. ° 


Silwer Senators Their Tools. 


Were the Ohio Wool Association alone, the 
situation would be simple, but they are stren- 
uously backed by certain Senators from the 
Far West. These Senators are engaged in 
pushing a great political conspiracy. They 
demand the prohibitory duties referred to for 
political ends. The cause of free silver is 
more to them than wool. 

The Senate is short of a straight Repub- 
lican majority. The silver Senators—16 to 1 
50-cent dollarites—especially Mantle of Mon- 
tana, Cannon of Utah, Pettigrew of South 
Dakota, and McBride of Oregon—stand like 
highwaymen before the subowmmittee with 
their demand for the deliver} of the mon- 
strous duties on wool. They knw well that 
they hold the balance of power. They are 
aware of the difficulties that await the tariff 
bill in the Senate. They cry out to the sub- 
committee: You must give us the high 
duties on wool or we will fight you and defeat 
your bill.“ 

It is charged here by some of the leading 
Republican Senators that the sole purpose 
of the silver Senators acting with Mantle is 
to aid the free silver movemert. They are 
aware that such duties on wool as they insist 
on will be impracticable. They understand 
that the country will never submit to such 
extortion on a staple article that affects the 
pocket of every man in the land. 


Hope to Aid Silver Swindle. 


They think that if they can carry out 
their schemes and secure the adoption of 
the enormous tax on wools the elements 
of dissatisfacticn will increase and the peo- 
ple, in their desperation over false economic 
conditions, will turn to silver as a remedy. 

It is not alleged that Judge Lawrence and 
the Ohio wool men who wish to revive the 
impracticable wool-growing industry in that 
State have lent themselves to the silver 
plot. They are being used as catspaws 
by Mantle, Cannon, and the others. 

The subcommittee are fully aware of the 
situation in all details. They desire to 
frame a practical tariff bill that will afford 
revenue and will not be more burdensome

GRAND JURY TODAY WILL PROBE 
OFFICERS’ RESPONSIBILTY. 


Iuquiry to Be Carried On in the Belicf 
That President Spalding Was Not 
Alone at Fault for the Crash—Di- 
reetors May Receive Attention— 
State’s-Attorney Deneen Deter- 
mined te Go. to the m of the 
Gase—F riends Hustling for Bonds, 


When the grand jury takes up the Globe 
Savings Bank investigation this morning it 
will be with the understanding that Presi- 
dent C. W. Spalding is not alone le 
for the failure of the institution. An effort 
will be made to obtain indictments as well 
against Vice-President Averill, Cashier 
Churchill, and Assistant Cashier Berry Er- 
wim 

It also among the possibilities that the 
directors of the defunct bank may come in 
for more than passing attention. However, 
there are only three directors who did not 
hold salaried positions in the bank. These 
are Allison W. Harlan, J. W. Waseall, and 
George B. Churchill. The first named, it will 
be remembered, is also one of Spaliling’s 
bondsmen to the University of Illinois, and 
with the rest has been sued for the amount of 
his deficiency. 

The legal ground on which any indictments 
will be voted in the case at issue is that sec- 
tion of the statutes which provides that it 18 
prima facie evidence of intention to defraud 
when deposits are received within thirty 
days of a bank's failure. It is hel by those 
interested in the prosecution that it can be 
easily established that the Globe Savings 
Bank was insolvent for a period much longer 
than this prior to the time it went into the 
hands of a receiver. 

These.indictments, if returned, will be in 
addition to what may result from the investi- 
gation into the manipulation of university 
funds by Spalding in the capacity of Treas- 
urer, and his numerous coadjutors. From 
the first State’s-Attorney Deneen has main- 
tained that the grand jury proposed to go to 
the bottom of the matter; end while its inves- 
tigation may not be so long drawn out as 
that of the Senate committee it will be 
acarcely less thorough. 

Subpcenas were prepared yesterday in the 
State’s-Attorney’s office for a large number 
of persons who have been connected with the 
Globe story from its beginning. Among those 
who will appear before the jury today are: 
Cashier Churchill, and hts assistant, Berry 
Urwin; Herbert Skinner, Spalding’s private 
secretary: and S. Louise Erwin, whohas been 
aesociated with the ex-banker for six years.
